Weimar; seven Dukes — Anhalt, Brunswick, Nassau, Saxe-

Since I wrote many more have been arrested, 
As you may readily imagine, t city brigands on being dis- 
turbed tried to get off, and several were arrested with passports 
ready to start for Naples. There, too, traces have been discovered 
of a similar association of thieves, and numerous arrests were made 
in that city last week as well; in fact, in Paris, Turia, Florence, 
Rome, and Naples it is ssid such sesocisiions existed, bound to- 
gether by & common understanding. In walking through the city 
several shops now closed have been pointed out to me as belonging 
to men never before suspected, who have long been preying on 
society, as butchers, silversmiths, and others. On Sunday night 
two or three murders are reported to have been committed in our 
streets of men suspected of au intention to screen themselves from 
punishment by giving information. It must be obvious to ali that 
Rome is now much safer after this clearance.” 

AMERICA. 

A letter from New York, of January 13th, has the following :— 

“ There is nothing to be heard on апу side but rumours of peace. 
Wall-street has to some extent caught the infection of credulity, 
gold has gone down 9 per cent. since Saturday last. But that 
will come out of the embassies, formal or informal, which Mr. 
Lincoln bas sent, cr is willing to send, to Richmond, or to receive 
from the South at Washington, no man whose opinion is worth а 
straw can in his heart believe. That the Federal Government is 
more than usually anxious, either to gain some overwhelming 
victory in the field, or to coax back the relactan¢ South on any 
terms, whether in referesce to slavery, to the assumption of the 
Southern debt, to the position of the Southern leaders and generals, 
to everything in short that would involve a disruption of the Union, 
is manifest to the most oareless observer. The impelling power 
which thus drives Mr. Lincoln’s Government into the , aths of con- 
ciliation if conquest be unattainable, without, however, driving it to 
the extremity of making & formal offer of peace to Mr. Davis, is 
the fear that after the 4th of March next the Europeau Govern- 
ments—led by Great Britain, France, Russia, and Spain—will 
severally or conjointly recognise Mr. Linooln as de facto President 
of the States alone by the votes of which he was elected for his 
second term, and thus by implication, if not overtly, recognise Mr. 
Jefferson Davis ss the ds facto President of the OConfedersoy. 
‘here may possibly be no foundation whatever for the ғашопта to 
thia effect, whioh reach this country from Europe by every steamer ; 
but there undoubtedly existe in high quarters here and іп Washing- 
ton a dread, and in some instances a hope, that these rumours are true, 
and that the recognition of the Confederacy will not be delayed 
much if any longer than the ‘ ninety days,’ which are the favourite 
term with Mr. Seward and the Federal press for the accomplish- 
men: of all greatly desired evente, whether civil or military. Mean- 
while, however, the war goes vigorously on. General Sherman, 
having secured Savanusb, has organized measures for а rear attack 
upon Oharleston with the assistance of Admiral Farragat’s fleet in 
front. The second expedition to Wilmington has already set sail, 
and as the weather hes been much milder and calmer than on the 
first ocasion the report that it has arrived off Cape Fear without 
loss or accident is probably correct.

THE OAPTURE OF FORT FISHER BY THE FEDERALS. 
Тнк Wilmington expedition, under Admiral Porter and General 
Terry, arrived off Fort Fisher a second time on the 14th inst., when 
a landing of the troops was effected. At noon on the 15:h the fleet 
opened a heavy bombardment, which lasted fifty-four hours, when 
the army made the assault. Seven hours’ furious fight ensued, 
during which the Federals ocoupied the fort, driving out the gar- 
rison, 1,200 strong, who retreated to the end of the peninsula upon 
which the fort is situate, where they subsequently surrendered. 
In consequence of this success, General Grant bas ordered а salute 
of 100 shotted guns to be fired against Petersburg and Richmond 
by each of the armies co-operating against those cities. 

Admiral Porter says the army and navy lost heavily during the 
bombardment, which continued three days. Unofficial despatches 
estimate the Federal loss at 900, while private despatches place it 
far higher. The Confederates lost 500 killed. The approaches to 
the fort were strewn with dead. The Marines suffered terribly 
from the fire of the artillery and musketry at short range. The 
magezine exploded after the capture, killing and wounding 200 
Federals; Lieutenants Preston and Porter аге among the alain. 
Colonels Pennybacker and Bell, who took part in the assault, are 
cengerously wounded. The Tallahassee and Ohickamanga par- 
ticipated in the fight. 

"Ье Federals regard the storming of Fort Fisher as the most 
brilliant victory of the war. 

The Tribune asserts that the capture of Fort Fisher does not 
prevent blockade-ranning at Wilmington, as there are other chan- 
nels than Cape Fear River leading to the city, the approaches to 
and passage of which are covered by formidable fortifications.

DEATH OF THE DOWAGER COUNTESS OF 
DUNDONALD. 

Тнк death of the venerable Oountess Dowager of Dundonald, at a 
great age, at Boulogne, recalls one of the romances of history. The 
merrisge of the gallant earl to this brave and high-spiriied lady 
was what he calis “ the silver lining to the cloud,” and he instances 
bis marriege as & proof of the saying, that the Cochranes were 
“ noted for а dashing turn of mind, which was sometimes genius, 
sometimes ecoentrity.” Lord Dundonald, in 1812, made the so- 
qusintanos, he telle us, of Miss Katharine Oorbett Barnes, of a 
family of some standing in the midland counties, who, through the 
death of her father, Mr. Thomas Bearnes, of Romford, had been 
= under the guardianship of her cousin, Mr. John Simpson, of 

ortland-place, and Feirhorn, Kent. There was an unlucky obstacle 
to the loves of the couple, in the shape of a rich uncle, the Hon. 
Basil Cochrane, who had destined his large Indien fortune to the 
re-establishment of the fortunes of the house of Cochrane, and left 
Lord Oochrane his heir on condidition that he married the daughter 
of an Admiralty official who had amassed great wealth by the prao- 
tioeg which Lord Cochrane had always denounced in parliament. 
Lord Oochrane refused, and, when the uncle pressed, put Misa 
Barnes, who was quite as brave as her lover, into a post-chaise, 
ard they were privately married, August 8:h, 1812, at Annan, in 
Scotland, a marriage which, though proved, became, after the 
old hero's death, the eubjeot of painful family disputes, now happily 
ended. How the lady shared her husbend's dangers by sea and 
his persecutions on land; how her spirit cheered him when under 
fire, which she bore as bravely as himself; and how her constancg 
sustsined him under that шоге pitiless fire from unsorepulous 
political foes, who degraied him and exposed him to obloquy of 
the grossest kind—is well known to readers of the current history 
of the дву, and of that gallant record of pluck and fortitude, “The 
Autobiography of а Seaman, by Thomas, 10:h Earl of Dandonsld.”

— Another step, and 
your foot finds no bottom ; but you fiad yourself up to your middle 
in water. Bat these are only little aceidemts and d) fliculties—acces- 
вогіев, in fact, to the delights of snipe shooting. 

Тһе best dogs for the sport are setters; they сап stand the wet 
and cola with impunity, wheress the pointer would koook up ina 
few hours. A brace of these and retriever, and a mild day after 
a shower, will afford plenty of good sport. 

Snipe lie very close, sud will sometimes even allow the dog to 
come close upon them ere they run; but kill one or two to tue setter, 
and the dog geta fond of the work, and will nose out the birds with 
avidity. But the snipe-sbooter himself must work steadily вай cau- 
tiouly. Feng end marshes sre not the most delectable places to 
wander at randomin. Almost every step must be watched, or the 
sportsman might get into many ugly pisces before he got & shot. 
‘There must be no ranging over the fens here and there; bat a 
boundary or beat ehould be taken in with the eye, fixing land-marks 
to work upto. He should then commence operations by cautiously 
treading up, and with the dogs closely following at his heels. He 
may get а atrsy shot or two on hia track; but is ig not tul he gets 
w the end of his beat, and turns round and faces down werd, that he 
commences work in earnest. He has now trodden over the ground, 
and, in working back, needs not to act with ao much caution in 
picking his steps. Places, although not marked “ dangerous," he 
nas noticed, and thus got & bit of knowledge as to the topography 
of hig marsh or fen, or rather his present particalar beat. He now 
caste off bis dogs, setting them at work іп & zig-zsg manner across 
the top of his beat, and keeping аз much as noasible to the wind- 
ward of them, more particularly when they point. Every foot of 
ground mast be thus well beaten, from the reason of snipe lyiog во 
close. When they are first put up, should they not be more than 
twenty yards off, уоп mey knock them over 84 once; but should 
they бэ а greater distance, wait till they have gone through their 
evolutions and extraordinary twistinge. These are so remarkable 
and sudden, that it ig only а first-oiess shot that can bring them 
down. As, however, after this peculiar performance of firet rising 
is over, they always fly against the wind, 8 favourable sho: ig soon 
obtained; for, in besting up against the wind, snipe will often make 
acircle towards you. Should you happen to bs to the wind ward of 
your dog when he finds, you must try and hesd him sil you can, in 
order to prevent the snipe getting away in the wind's eye. Once 
ou the wing in this direction, his vagaries are euch ав to bafile the 

est сгаок shot. Now the bird a in a slow gliding move- 
ment, and you feel certain of bringing him down ; but in a moment, 
ere you have time to touch the trigger, he із darting like & rocket, 
ap or down, or shooting off at 8 tangent, spinning aud tossing here, 
iumbling and turning there, until be is tairly out of range. All 
this эв very tentslisiag to the patience; bat is sometimes gives 
a keener zest to the sportsman, who, out of revenge, will be in- 
clined to say, “ Hang you, ГИ have you yet!” and wil mark Bir 
f'wister down. On he goes with hig doge, and perhaps the next 
lime he may be more forsanate in getting a shot when first pat ор; 
but it шау happen, in bis eagerness, ho may get а ducking himself. 

‘The gnipe-shooter, however, is nos opposed to а shor, when he 
oan get it, at а rarer bird, such эз the beron Stray birds of this 
kind nave often been met with in the feng. When wounded, they 
must be approached carefully, эв the bill is long and sharp. The 
bittern is more frequently met with. The p'umsge is в rich, red- 
dish-yellow ground, variegated with beasueuful black and brown 
marks.

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THE WRECK OF THE ARMENIAN. 


? Wexford, Jan. 27. 
Tug royal mail steamer Armenian, beloggieg to the African 
Steamship Company of Lendon, was ап iron acres ship, registering 
163 tone, or about 1,000 tons burden, and 800 honge-power. Bhe 
left Liverpool on Tuesday, the 26th inst, under the agmmand of 
Captain Thomas Leawon, bound for Madeira, Teneriffe, and the 
weat coast of Africa, having on board forty-eight mail bags and a 
general cargo of large value. Her ahip'é company consisted of the 
captain, Мевагв. Reder, Baker, and Johnston, firat, second, aud 
third officers; Dr. Hughes, the surgeon ; Mir. Banning, purser ; the 
emiatent-purser, a boatawain, carpenter, four quartermasters, eight 
esamen, four engineers, twelve firemen, seven stewards, two cooks, 
end а Баќсђег. She carried twenty-eight first-class, two second- 
class, ө} їй deck-passengers, the last sailorà She passed the Bell 
Buoy @ moon, and no land whatever was seen from that time until 
after she druck. From the time of passiog the Bell Buoy the wes- 
ther was thick and foggy. ‘The captain afterwards felt it neoes- 
sary to take soundings, and for this purpose stopped the ship three 
times. He sounded at five o'clock p.m., and got tairty-three fathoms, 
again at seven o'clock and got thirty-seven fathoms, and again at 
pine, when the soundings were forty-four fathoms. ‘The last being 
considered satisfactory, sail was made on the ship, the wind then 
blowing moderately from N.E. The course steered wos 8.W. half 
W. Atabont five minutes before midnight a revolving light was 
seen, and the helm was immediately put hard a starboard. In about 
five minutes aíterwards the after part of the ship struck оп a bank. 
She was them going at the rate of ten knots an hour, under both 
ssil aud steam, and the shock was so great that ono passenger at 
least wes thrown right out of his berth, and all were roused and 
alarmed. She was found to be close to breakers, and the captain, 
fearing lest she should drift into deep water and go down eod baly, 
caused both anchors to be let go. The chains instantly snapped 
The tide was ebbing, and the vessel's head had previously swung 
round. The water began to gain on herso fast that іп some ten 
or fifteen minutes after she struck ten feet of water was found in 
the after compartments. This caused her to settle down on the 
bank, and probably averted the catastrophe apprehended by the 
captain. The stoke-hole fires were soon put out; her steam 
pumps were consequently rendered useless, and vessel became 
speedily unmanageable, and bumped heavily on the bank. To 
save the lives of those on board then became the sole object of the 
captain. The first life-boat was lowered, and the captain ordered 
that the ladies and children should be put into it. A number of 
men were rushing into this boat, when Captain Leamon res:ored 
discipline and order by firing a shot over their heads from & 
revolver with which he had provided himse'f. Thus, іп this most 
critical and trying juncture, a sacrifice of life was in all probability 
averted. The task of getting the women and chi'dren into the 
boat was accomplished with great difficulty. Some of the ladies 
bad almost nothing on, save their night-dresses, and some of the 
children were even less clad. Each of them had to be swung into 
the boat by а rope fastened round the wais.; and the greatest care 
was necessary in order to prevent the boat from being stove. As 
many rugs aod coats as were available were flung into the boat as 
covering for the ladies who were only partially dressed. At ome 
time, when nearly full of passen it was lifted by a sea nearly 
over the ships bulwarks, but fortunately was prevented from 
coming into collision with them. A number of malo passengers 
and sailors ha:ing been also accommodateé fm this boat, it was 
placed in charge of the вһір third officer, Mr. Johnston, and sent 
off to the Arklow lightship, which was then visible in the distence. 
Most providentially the westher was then and afterwards 
moderate, although foggy, ard the ға not at all 
what could be called heavy. Най it been otherwise— 
had the vessel struck with a gale of wind blowing, and a really 
heavy sea on, it is believed that not a single persqn on board won!d 
have escaped. The first lifeboat was brought safely to the light- 
ship by Mr Johnston, who, in the discharge of that part of bis duty, 
as well ag otherwise on the occasion, bebaved in a manner which 
earned for him the warm praises of the passengers. The ship was 
settling down at this time, and the sea breaking over her. After 
the first boat left the chief mate was washed overboard. Тһе osp- 
tain threw him a Jife-buoy, avd eaw him get on it. He floated for 
some time, but no further assistance could be rendered to him, and 
he was drowned. The port life-boat was then partly lowered, when 
а ges carried away part of the bulwarks and dav‘ts from which the 
boat hung, and the boat was stove. Some men got into her, and 
by baling succeeded in making her float for some time, 88 she was 
fitted with corks. Another of the ship's stewards, while helping to 
bale thie boat, was drowned. The captain now ordered the fore- 
mast to be cut away, to ease the violent working of the vessel on 
the bank. This was done; and as the mast fell, some of the wire 
rigging fell in & loop round the neck of & naval warrant-officer, who 
was a passenger, and cut off bis head juss as if it had been severed 
from his body by a sharp instrument. The other boats were then 
got out, loaded with as many of the Lm 45 and crew as they 
could carry, #04 sent off with dire to go to the light- 
ship. Тһе deck was now 40 washed by the sea, that it 
was no.longer tenable, and the remaining pessengeré aud 
crew were orĝered by the oaptsin to the rigging. Wos 
of them got fnto the mizen rigging, and а few into the 
main rigging. One first-class passenger, Wr. Horne, hed 
not strength to do so; he вповевдей in reachiag the tasin- 
boom, but in а very short time afterwards was washed ой 
end drowned before the eyes of the survivors, without their having 
it in their power even to throw him в rope. The main and mizea- 
topmasts and rigging had gone over the side, leaving only the 
lower masts and yards standing. The sitastion of those remsiniog 
on the wreck was now most oritical ana distressing. They had no 
boats left to get away in. The boats which had been despatched 
had go far to go, end would have encogatered such difficulty in 
coming back, that there was but little hope of being aided by them. 
The survivors were drenched, were benumbed with cold, вай their 
sufferings in clinging to, or standing on, the rigging, some without

б ne distinotion between а married and в single 
woman in Ohins, is shown by the way in which 
she wears ber hair. As long as she is unmar- 
ried, she wears it in в long tail jast as the men 
do; but when sbe gets married, it is turned up 
in form much resembling ә rudder, and fastened 
by pins in quite an ingenious manner; flowers 
are generally stuck in this sppendege. This mode 
of head-dress is very becoming to the Ohinese 
women. whose hair is jet-black, snd is smoothed 
and stiffened with & kind of bendoline, composed 
of the pith of some nut, and which also gives it 
a great gloss. A Ohinese woman's head, dreased 
in this way, would make an excellent vane. 
Virgios, although they wear pig-tails like the 
men, do not have any portion of their bead 
shaved, but have part of their front hair combed 
straight down over the forehead. "These young 
ladies have their pig-tails frequently extending 
to their beels, but they arrive at this result by 
the manwavre we have already alluded to, of 
plaiting their bair intimately with silk of the 
same colour as the natural bair, thereby length- 
ening it to any given number of inches. It is 
only by в very close inspection that this inge- 
nious deception can be detected. 

Married Chinese ladies indalge freely in paint, 
particularly on the lower lip, which they dye 
ibe brightest of scarlets. Тһе small-footed 
women are almost always wives, and & man 
generally bas several Jarge-footed concubines to 
ао the bousehold work, the children of whom 
become the property of tbe lawful wife. The 
Chinese women with small feet, are in many 
cases cripples and unable to walk without = 
port. Their feet are indeed incredibly small, 
being no larger than an infant's, and yet some 
of these women move with grace. The process 
of bandaging entirely wastes away the sinews of 
the calf of the leg, and reduces it to the dimen- 
sions of а stout walking-stick 

In Hong King small, deformed feet are not 
common, for, a8 & class, the Chinese inhabitants 
of this island &re—men and women—nearly all 
composed of the working portion of the com- 
yaunity. But nevertheless small feet are to be 
seen, and proud enough their owners &ppear of 
them, as they walk slong іп their characteristic 
and peculiarly supercilious way. Those ladies 
who have not deformed feet, endeavour әз much 
ae possible, by artificial means, to make you 
believe that they have. For this purpose they 
wear shoes the soles of which are suddenly 
bevelled off both in front and bebind, so that

MURDER OF BRITISH OFFIOERS IN 
JAPAN. 


Tne following is from а Shanghae letter, dated 
December 8:— 

“Before this letter can reach England, the 
telegraph will һауе conveyed the intel 
that smother murder, more brutal and inexcus- 
able, if possible, than any which have preceded 
it, hag been perpetrated at Yokohama. The 
victims this time are two officers of her Mejesty’s 
20th Regiment, Major Baldwin and Lieutenant 
Bird, who had left the settlement on в plessore 
excursion to Kamakura, about sixteen miles dis- 
tant. The first news of the sfair that reached 
Yokohama was received by the governor, to 
whom the village authorities reported that two 
foreigners had been assaulted, and were lying, 
one dead and the other dying, near the Temple- 
gardens. The excitement caused by the Sntelli- 
gence may be conceived. A troop of mounted 
artillery, accompanied by в number ef residents 
and several consuls, at once set out for the spot 
indicated, which was reached at daybreak. The 
bodies of the two officers, horribly mutilated, 
were found lying under а mat shed close to а 
small tea-house.

The funeral was attended by the ministers and 
consuls of all the Powers which have repre- 
sentatives at Yokohama, and by 150 mea from 
the French frigete Semiramis, in addition to 
the firing party of 240 men of the 20th Regi- 
ment. It is needless to dwell on the indignation 
which this cruel murder has excited Sir 
Ratherford Alcock has expressed bis determins- 
tion to leave mo meena untried to recare the 
punishment of the murderers, and bas succesded 
in goading the Government ipto в semblance, èt 
least, of earnest endeavour to attain that end. 
But it may be inferred from the verdict of the 
coroner's jury how much faith is placed in it.

THE PENNY IG.USTRATED WEEKLY NEWS. 
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Ir is most natural that the Queen should feel more than most of 
her subjects the sudden and rather alarming increase in the number 
of railway accidents, and that she should also feel it her daty to call 
attention to them. Nobody in the realm has so much opportunity 
of knowing the powers of the rail as to speed, precision, and safety. 
Her Majesty has often to perform feats of railway travelling—to 
traverse the'better part of the island ina day; to make the be- 
ginning and the end of the journey fit in with other arrangements ; 
to change engines and lines ; to be expected every where to & minute, 
and tos minute to make her appearance. Wherever she ig, her 
family, her household, her ministers, her visitors are always coming 
and going, sometimes by special, sometimes by ordinary trains, 
Time is generally an object with them, nor cau they always suit 
their own time to the convenience of the companies. There really 
is very little room for the intrusion of chance, or even folly, into 
the management of а railway. The conditions are simple, not 
many, and every day easier and cheaper, for scienoe aud experienc3 
bring in daily aids. Mako the road sound, and the rails strong and 
well laid, make the engines of sufficient power and the trains not 
too long, make the intervals sufficient and the signals unmistakable, 
have servants enough to secure them from overwork, and give 
sufficient law for delays, if inevitable, and the matter seems reduced 
to as much certainty as is to be found in human affairs. There are 
ro winds and waves, tides and currents, rocks and sands to be 
encountered—no errors of the compass, no imperfection of the chart, 
no waiting in vaia for meridian or lunar observations. The engine 
is not а horse to stagger or stumble, or shy, or ran а vay from in- 
sorutable causes. It has no vice, and not a whim or fancy of its 
own. The natural causes that prey on the rolling stock and under- 
mine the permanent way are very slow in operation, and can be 
overtaken by care as easily as the tortoise can be caught by the 
hare. In pointing out the necessity of the beat material we are in- 
duced to talk in truism. It is the human agency that is fallible and 
not quite accountable. If men are overworked, if they drink for & 
brief stimulus, or because the season invites; if the man responsibl e 
for the time deputes his task to a less qualifisd assistant, or ы» 
critical place and а critical time a pointemen delegates his most 
critical duties to а novice, then the best material and the best ar- 
rangements may be thrown away—nay, they may even aggravate 
the disaster. But how ів this to be met? It would be idle to sty 
that the directors can see to every turn of a man's hand, or secre that 
shall always have his witaabouthim. But they can arrange that 
he shall not be overworked, and that be shall have the opportunity of 
needful rest. There are people who are very unfitted for the alighest 
exercise of reasoning faculties ; who, perhaps, could never answer а 
plain question with promptitude, even so much as to ғау “right” or 
“jeft,” and who cannot be worked an edditional hour without 
losing their self-possession altogether. The overworking of the 
service we believe to be the chief cause of the late accidents. The 
next must be found in the arrangements. The intervals ought to 
be ample, and, where the number of trains renders it necessary to 
reduce the intervals, the station-master ought at least to have tele- 
graphic information of the trains that have passed the stations on 
each side of him. If а train breaks down, sod is consequently 
over-due at its next station, the master of the station last passed 
through ought to be enabled to give warning of the danger ahead. 
Practically we suspect the most fertile cause of disasters is the run- 
ning of fast and slow trains, passenger and goods trains, on the 
same lines—lines more complicated from day to day by new junc- 
tione, and by the combination of broad and narrow gauge. With 
the heavier material and the slower engines go the blunter intelli- 
gence and the lower standard of duty. The slow trains appear to 
think nothing of being half an hour behindbend, or shunting 
clumsily into a siding when by the time-table a fest train ought to 
be dashing by. This, of course, is an affair of management, for 
though a dung-cart із a heavy and tedious thing, its speed and time 
are quite ав accountable as those of а racehorse Nobody need 
complain of the pace of our feat trains, which is exceeded, we be- 
lieve, by several Continental expresses. It із the heavy traffic, as 
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in our own London streets, that is always stopping the way or 
throwing things ont of order. 
зә —= 

Ox Tuesday next parliament will re-assemble for the despatch of 
business. As the resumption of legislative duties on the part of the 
members is во near at hand, spsoulstion is becoming somewhat 
active in relation to what the course of events will be. The ques- 
tion asked by overybody is, will the Government and their sup- 
porters be permitted to get throagh the practical business which 
will be laid bafore thom, and the session c os» at the usual time aud 
in the usual way, or will the Opposition party bring forward some 
hostile measure on or before the Easter recess which will result in 
a majority against ministers? And if eo, the next point is, will that 
majority bo on & question which will involve the alternative of 
mihisters either resigaing thir seats or resorting to & dissolution of 
parliament? While this question is in every one’s mouth, we find 
м there ін much difference of opinion as to what the answer 
ought to be. So far as our observation goes, we incline to the 
belief that the generality of our countrymen deem it most probable 
that the Ooaservatives will exercise forbearance, and permit the 
Palmerston Ministry to go on, without any such opposition, during 
-the session as would place them in а minority on some im- 
portant question. As there mus of necessity, be а dissolu- 
tiom іп 1866, the prevalent opinion is that the Derby perty 
will mot, in the co ning session, precipitato а dissolution. Тһе 
reason assigned ie, that they believe they will be better pre- 
pared for tho conflict consequent om a general election in the 
year of 1866 then they would be in & few months henc». 
We, at least, do not share the conviction of those who believe that 
ihe Conservatives have mado up their minds to the continue exis:- 
ence by sufferance of tho present Government. We do not antici- 
pate & quiet session. It may be аз calm until after the Easter 
recoss as the most ardent lover of quietade could desire, but our 
impression ін, that the Opposition mean mischief, ‘provided 
they only can discern & way whereby thoy can mako 
sure that that mischief will prove fatal to the existing Ad- 
ministration. Indeed, our wonder is, that any one who has 1ead 
the Conservative spesches which hove of late been delivered in all 
parts of the country, could have come to any other conclusion. 


These speeches seem to us toindicate tho fall intention of a deter- 
mined Conservative conflict, provided always that they seo any 
probability of a party triumph. All will depend on their calcula- 
tion of chances. Of course, if they do not deem it likely that they 
can vanquish ministers on any vital point, they will not engage in 
battle. ‘Chey are too good tactitians for that ; but if they seea 
chance of defeating ministers, we f:el а thorough persuasion that 
they will eagerly embrace it. 


DR САРРЕІ/В ACCOUNT OF THE EXEOUTION OF 
KOHL. 


Тнк followiog is the account given by Dr. Cappel of the intervivws 
he had with the calorit, and his 4этеапопг just prior to execution :— 

* Kohl has always protested his innocence, and seemed chiefly to 
rest his assertions of innocence on the ground that no one saw him 
commit the deed, and that none of the clothes or other property of 
the murdered man were found on him. He was also most violent 
against some of the witnesses. He was rather subdued up to Wed- 
nesday, when I авт him at seven o'clock in the evening. At first 
he seemed much ag usuel, bat when I went to him е little later, 
I observed a marked change in the шар. Не had become more de- 
termined, and yet more frivolous than before; and he oocasionally 
even laughed, and seemed to make light of the matter. He has 
asked me gometimes whether there was any chance of his sentence 
being altered to transportation, aed he hes also asked me whether 
the carrying ont of the sentence could not be deferred for a few 
deys. Last Monday he ssid he would give two or three hundred 
dollars to any one who would say they hed seen him on the 3rd of 
November in London. 1 told him it was quite impossible that 
any one could give that evidence, or else his own solicitor 
would have brougit it forward. He then became vio- 
lent, and I left him in в state of great anger. Оп 
Wednesday, when I saw him in the evening, he still persisted 
in declaring his iznocence. I saw him ов Thursday morning 
shortly after віх. 1 found him in his celi engaged in reading, and 
he told me he had had в good night. He ӨЛ рве that he was 
innocent, and wanted, as he had done at other times, to obtain 
from me an acknowledgment that 1 considered him innocent. At 
various times, when I would not give that acknowledgment, he be- 
came much excited, as he did also on this ocossion. His firmness 
never left him for one moment, and indeed I think it seemed to in- 
сгөвве as his last hour drew near. I engaged with him in prayer, 
reading the Scriptures, and religious conversation, he still oon- 
tinuing to assert his innocence. After I had been with him a little 
time this morning he said, * Will you promige me to write to my 
father and sign your name, and I will sign my name?’ 1 did аз 
he requested, and while writiog he seized в penholder and pushed 
it inte his mouth, saying, vehemently, ‘I will kill myself; I will 
push ой the palate.’ ‘here was one officer in the cell with us at 
the time, and he did notat firet observe what was дове, bat on my 
calling out the pen was snatched from him. He then threw himself 
down, and knocked his head against the wall My own idea was 
that he did it on purpose. I: seemed to me ав it he wanted to kill 
himself. After trying te knock himself against the wall, he fell 
down and swooned away, when the officers threw water into 
his face, and after some time he recovered. This was 
just before leaving his cell. Handcuffs were then put on 
him. He asked several times to have them ой, but 
the under-sheriff would not allow it, as һе considered 
them necessary for the protection of myself and those 
about him. On the Monday when I left him he had 
asked me to come to-day and to be with him on the sosffold, 
aad I promised him I would do so. Ав he was leaving hiscell with 
two officers he called out to me, as I happened mot to be close to 
him at the moment, and asked me in Germen to walk alongside of 
him He proceeded to the pinioning-room protesting hie innocence 
all tho way. On reaching the pinioning-room he pulled me aside 
and asked me if I did not believe in his innocence, and he also 
asked the chaplain and Dr. Manning the same question. Dr. Man- 
ning told him he could not believe it, and implored him to make 
confession of his guilt, and the chaplain, the under-sheriff, and 
myself, also urged him to confess. He was then led out from the 
piaioning- room by two officere, and as he passed out he tarned and 
asked that I might walk by his sido.

THE RAMSGATE LIFEBOAT. 


We extract from “ The Lifeboat; or, Journal of the National Life- 
bost Institution," the following aooount of lifeboat services, given 
іп an admirable and well-written article, entitled “Тһе Ramegate 
Lifeboat; a Night on the Goodwin Sands,” written by the Rev. 
J. Gilmore, M.A. We are also indebted to this noble institution for 
the use of their engraving ef the Ramsgate Boat, irom a painting 
by E. W. Oooke, Esq., A.R A. 

и We go back to the 26th of November, 1857, and select the 
events of that night for our narrative, because, perhaps, never 
before or since did men and boat live through suoh perils as the 
Ramsgate life-boat crew then encountered ; and because, moreover, 
they seem well to illustrate the dangers connected with the life- 
boat service on the Goodwin Sands. 

“The day in question hed been very threatening throughout; 
it was blowing very fresh, with occasional squalls from the east- 
north-east, and a heavy sea running. At high tide the sea broke 
over the East Pier. As the waves beat upon it, and dashed over 
in clouds of foam, it looked from the cliff like в heavy bat of 
guns in fall play. The boatmen had been on the look-out all day, 
but there were no signe of their services being required. Still 
they hang about the pier till long after dark. At last man 
were straggling home, leaving only those who were to wate 
during the night, when suddenly some thought they saw а 
flash of light. A few seconds of doubt, and the boom of the gun de- 
cided the point. At once there was в rush for the life-boat. 
She was moored in the stream about thirty yards from the 
pier. In afew minutes she was alongside. Her crew was slready 
more than made up. Some had put off to her in wherries ; others

signelled It proved to be the North Ssud Head vessel. The cork 
jackets were thrown into tbe boat; the men were in their places, 
and all ready for a start in a comparatively few minutes. They had 
not been less active in the steamer, the Aid. {mmediately upon the 
first signal ber shrill steam-whistle resounded through the harbour, 
calling on board thore of her crew who were on shore; and her 
steam, which is always kept up, was got to ite fall power, and in 
less than halí-an-hour from tbe firing of the gun, she steamed gal- 
lsntly out of the harbour, with the lifebostin tow As she went 
out, в rocket streamed up from the Pier Head. It was the answer 
to the light-vessel, and told that the assistance demanded was on its 


way. 

“Off they went, ploughing their way through в heavy 
cross sea, which often swept completely over the boat. The 
tide was running strongly, and the wind in their teeth; it 
was hard work breasting both sea and wind in such a tide and 
gale; but they bravely set to their work, and gradually made head- 
way. They steered for the Goodwin, and, having got as near to 
the breakers as they dared take the steamer, worked their way 
through а heavy head-sea along the edge of the sands, оп the look- 
out for the vessel in distress. At lest they mskə her out іп the 
darkness, and as they approach, find two Broadstairs laggers, the 
Dreadnought and Petrel, riding at anchor outside the sand. These 
had heard the signal, and, the strong easterly gale being in their 
favour, had soon ran down to the neighbourhood of the wreck 
On making to the vessel, the new comers find her to be a fine-look- 
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| ing brig, almost high and dry on the sands.

u The steamer slips the bawser of the lifeboat, 
abreast of the vessel, with about sixt7 fathoms ofchainout. There 
із a heavy rolliog sea—bat mach 1:83 than there bas been, as the 
tide has gone dowa consificrably. The lifeboat makes in for the 
brig; carries on through the surf and breakers, and when within 
about forty fathoms of tho veesel, lowers her sails, throws the 
anchor overboard, and veers a'ongside. The captain and some of 
the men rexa'n ia tho boat, to fend her off from the sides of the 
vessel ; for the tide, although it is shallow water, rons like a sluice, 
and it requires great care to prevent the boat getting her sides stove 
in agains; the vessel. Tho rest of her crew climb on board the brig. 
Her captain had until tben hoped to get ber off at the next tide, 

and had refused the assistance of the Broadstairs men. Bat now 

he begins to realize the danger of his position, snd is very glad to 

accept the sssistance off-red. One of his crew speaks a little 
English ; and, through him, he employs the crew of the lifeboat, 
f and the otbers, to try and get his vessel off the sands. 

“Тһе Goodwin is a quicksand, and, as such, terribly fatal to 
vessels that get upon it. At low tide a large portion of it is dry, 
and is then hard and firm, and can be walked upon for four or five 
miles; but as the water fl»ws over any portion of it, that part be- 
comes, as the sailors say, all alive—soft, and qui:k, and ready to 
suck іп anything that lodges upon it. Suppose the vessel to run 
bow on, with а talling tide, end where the sand shelves, or is steep. 
The water leaves the bow, and the sand there gets hard; the water 
still flows under the stern, and there the sand remains soft; down 
the stern sinks, lower and lower; the vessel soon breaks her back, 
or works herself almost upright on ber stern; as the 
tide flows she fills with water, works deeper and deeper 
into the sand, until at high tide she is completely 
buried, or only her topmasts are to be seen above water. 
Other vessels, if the sea is heavy, begin to beat heavily, and soon 
break up. Lifted up on the swell of а huge wave, as it breaks and 
flies from under them in surf, they crash down with their whole 
weight upon the sands, and are soon in pieces; or the broken 
huli fills with water, 10113, and li'te, and works, until it has made 
a deep bed in the sarde, in which it is soon buried— 
so that many vessels have run upon the sands in the early 
night, and scarcely а vestige of them was to be seen in the 
morning.” 

But to return to the wreck. “Saddenly a loud, sharp orack, like 
& blast of thunder, pea!s through the ship. The boatmen jump on 
the gunwale, ready to spring for the lileboat—for the brig may be 
breaking in half. No; but one of her large timbers has опері like 
a pipe-stem, and others will soon follow. The Portuguese crew 
make a rush to get what things they can on deck; altogether they 
fill eight chests with their traps. These sre quickly lowered into 
the life-boat. Her captain does not much like having her ham- 
pe with so much baggage, but cannot refose the poor fellows at 

least a chance of saving their kit. ‘The surf flies over the brig, and 
boils up ell around her. The life-bost is deluge with spray, and 
her lights are washed out; tho vessel lifts and thumps, and rolls 
with the force of wind and sea. Time after time the sound of her 
breaking timbers is heard; at eaoh hesve ehe wrenches and grosor, 
and oracks in all direotions ; che is breasing up fast. Quick, my men, 
| quick! for your lives, quick! Тһе boy is handed into the bost; 
the Portuguese sailors follow; the boatmen spring in after them ; 
and the brig is abandoned.” 

After many perils, bravely on goes tie lifeboat, making good 
way to the westward. The Portuguese are very busy in carnest con- 
sultation : the poor fellows had lost all their kit, end only possessed 
the things they had on, aed a few pounds thst they bave with 
them. Boon it becomes evident what their consultations had been 
about. ' Captain,’ one of the bostmen sings out, ‘they want to 6 ve 
us all their money!’ * Yes, yes,’ seid their interpreter, in broken 
English, ‘you have saved our lives! thank you, вах you! but all 
we have is yours; it is not much, but you take it between you Di 
and held out the money. It was about £17. ‘I, for one, won't 
touch any of it,’ said the captain of tbe boat. * Nor I, nor I,’ others 
added; ‘some, put your money up’ The brave fellows will not 
take a ferthing from brother sailors aud poor fellows like them- 
selves; and in a few words they make them underetand this, and 
how glad they are to have saved them."
